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Appeal of EPA Decision 
Next Controversial Issue

Passed by Council 

A unanimous council at its Mon¬ 
day, September 9 meeting enacted 
a financial disclosure law requir¬ 
ing themselves and future candi¬ 
dates for council to submit re¬ 
ports of their financial holdings. 
The city manager is also subject 
to the law, as well as spouses and 
dependent children. 

Under the law each councilmem- 
ber and candidate for council will 
be required to list the nature and 
extent of interests held in business* 
which exceed 3 percent of the in¬ 
vested capital or $ 1 , 000 , the loca¬ 
tion and description of real es¬ 
tate in which ownership intere 
amount to 3 percent or $10,000 of 
invested capital, the source (but 
not the amount) of income in ex¬ 
cess of $100 except from the city 
or from savings accounts or gov- 
ermental securities, the listing of 
all debts in excess of $500 except 
those owed to established lending 
institutions, and the listing of all 
gifts received in excess of $50 ex¬ 
cept from relatives and employees. 

Arguments made against the 
law for a small city like Greenbelt 
with its part-time officials inch 
cd a fear that the measure might 
discourage citizens from running 
for office, that it would subject 
council members to baseless law 
suits for unintentional violations 
of the law, and that during elec¬ 
tion campaigns it would focus at¬ 
tention on the financial holdings 
of candidates and away from the 
real Jssues of the day. 

Pro Arguments 

Harry Sanders, speaking on be¬ 
half of a local chapter of Common 
Cause, felt that these objections 
were overcome by the desirability 
of giving the citizens of Greenbelt 
a chance to determine whether 
their elected officials are acting 
for their private gains or for the 
public good. He argued that a 
small city like Greenbelt needs a 
financial disclosure law more than 
the state legislature because in 
Greenbelt each city councilman is 
one of only five policy-makers, 
whereas at the State level policy 
making is divided between 188 
State legislators and a strong exe¬ 
cutive body. 

Sanders acknowledged that the 
disclosure law might discourage 
some citizens from running for 
office, but he thought it might dis¬ 
courage others who have serious 
conflict of interest He also thought 
the law might encourage good 
people to run because they would 
know that their opponents will also 
be scrutinized. Finally, he claimed 
that the financial disclosure law 
would provide well intentioned 
candidates with publicly available 
facts to counter false attacks of 
conflicts of interest. 

To Mayor Pro Tem Gil Weiden- 
feld one advantage of municipal 
disclosure laws would be that they 
might have the effect of forestall¬ 
ing state action in this area. He 
also said that no previous candi¬ 
date or council member has spoken 
out against the law, leading him to 
assume that the law would not be 
an inhibition against runing for of¬ 
fice. 

Councilman Charles Schwan 
said that if the law turned out to 
be confusing or created problems 
of interpretation or enforcement, 
it could be amended. Councilman 
Tom White said his only prob¬ 
lem with the law was that it 
would leave uncovered many con¬ 
flicts of interest. 

Council members have thirty 
days after the effective date of 
the ordinance to file their first fin¬ 
ancial reports. The reports are to 
be filed under oath to the city clerk 
and shall be open to inspection 
during normal office hours.

Lightning Strikes

Lightning struck recently at 
Greenbelt Lake park and five peo¬ 
ple narrowly escaped injury. A 
large tree was split almost to the 
ground. It toppled and fell into 
the water near the concession 
stand’s dock,* knocking a hole in 
one boat. Had the tree fallen in 
the opposite direction, it might 
have landed on the concession 
stand itself and probably on the 
people nearby. 

Mr. and Mrs. Duane R. Bowman 
of Riverdale, managers of the 
stand, had just gotten into their 
stationwagon when the lightning 
hit. Then, according to Mrs. Bow¬ 
man, everything happened fast. At 
the same time that she felt the 
car rise up on her side, she looked 
out the car window and saw their 
helper, Ronnie Saunders of Hedge- 
wood Dr,, “blown into the air like 
a trapeze.” Two younger children 
had been sitting under the tree 
which then split in half al¬ 
most to the tops of their heads. 
They began to scream and run a- 
bout from shock and excitement. 
The tree fell slowly giving them 
time to get out from under it. 

The Bowmans called an ambu¬ 
lance and the police took care 
of the children who were more 
frightened than hurt. Mrs. Bowman 
rode with Ronnie to the Leland 
Memorial Hospital where he was 
thoroughly examined, but found to 
be uninjured. Although both of his 
feet had turned white from what 
the doctor said was the force of 
compression driving on the ground, 
Ronnie did not feel sore. However, 
both he and Mrs. Bowman exper¬ 
ienced some numbness immediate¬ 
ly after the lightning struck.

The city council at a special 
meeting on Wednesday, September 
11 , left open the possibility of 
participating in an appeal of the 
Federal Environmental Protection 
Agency’s decision to grant a dis¬ 
charge permit for the Greenbriar 
on-site temporary sewage treat¬ 
ment plant The council first, how¬ 
ever, wanted to see the brief filed 
by the law firm of Covington and 
Burling on behalf of the Prince 
Georges Environment Coalition 
(PGEC) which is requesting an 
adjudicatory hearing on the mat¬ 
ter. 

The majority of council were 
reluctant to ask for a hearing. 
They felt that, unless new evi¬ 
dence could be presented, theip 
effort would be futile, since the 
city's arguments opposing the 
plant in the past had been rejec¬ 
ted by NASA, the State Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources and 
EPA. The majority also turned 
down a motion to request the Na^- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ag¬ 
ency to hold up its granting of 
an easement until after an adju¬ 
dicatory hearing was held by EPA. 
NASA approval of the easement 
in July was contingent upon EP- 
A’s approval which came through 
September 4. 

Councilman Thomas White, sup¬ 
ported by councilman Richard Cas- 
taldi, made a strong pitch for 
joining PGEC in the appeal, ar¬ 
guing that this would overcome 
the city’s objection to spending its 
funds. He also felt that new evi¬ 
dence need not be presented at 
a hearing, but that itewas impor¬ 
tant to reemphasize the points 
previously made in the record. But 
Mayor Richard Pilski and council- 
men Charles Schwan and Gil Wei- 
denfeld thought White’s proposal 
would be premature, and that it 
would be unwise for the city to 
accept the PGEC brief sight un¬ 
seen. 

Schwan declared it would be as 
if the city were "a caboose on the 
PGEC brief.” City counsel Em¬ 
mett Nanna said that it was not 
necessary for the city to adopt the 
appeal at this time. The city could 
come in later and adopt whatever 
part of the PGEC brief it felt ap¬ 
plicable. 

Two city councilmen from Col¬ 
lege Park - Alvin Kushner and 
Charles Carroll - urged the city 
to join the 1 appeal arguing that 
failure to do so would leave the 
impression that the Greenbelt 
council had not previously been 
serious about its concerns over 
the lack of requirements for nitro¬ 
gen removal and virus surveil¬ 
lance. They expressed concern 
over the effects of the sewage 
effluent downstream on Indian 
Creek as it flowed through the 
inhabited parts of College Park. 

College Park councilman Kush¬ 
ner asked that if the effluent were 
"better than drinking water”, as 
attested to by Greenbriar consult¬ 
ant Dr. John Cookson, then why 
didn’t the developer "recycle it 
and send it back to the occupants 
of Greenbriar, rather than sending 
it to us.” 

Cookson, displaying forceful con¬ 
fidence in the advanced technol¬ 
ogy involved in the tertiary treat¬ 
ment plant replied that it is just 
a matter of time until this haiv- 
p^ns. “This nlant is a water re¬ 
clamation plant. Everywhere we 
are moving toward eomnlete water 
reuse. We need public health per¬ 
mission to do this, but it will come 
about as soon as people overcome 
their mental hang-up to drinking 
th^ water.” 

Cookson further elaborated on 
Vs reasons whv the treatment 
plant would not present any 
health or ecological hazards to 
Greenbelt or College Park, but 
White. Castaldi. and Rhea Cohen 
from PGEC remained unconvin¬ 
ced They expressed concern over 
the needs for more specific stand¬ 
ards or parameters on virus and 
for procedures to follow if virus 
is found. Castaldi said he is not

The situation regarding the 
Greenbriar sewage treatment plant 
was further muddied this week 
with news that the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC) and Greenbriar Associates 
are the latest parties to request 
an adjudicatory hearing on the 
discharge permit granted by. the 
Federal Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). Earlier the Prince 
Georges Environment Coalition 
(PGEC) announced its intention 
to note an appeal. 

But the reasons for the appeal 
are diametrically opposite. PGEC 
is basing its appeal on the alleged 
lack of adequate standards for the 
plant such as provisions for ni¬ 
trogen removal and virus monitor¬ 
ing. WSSC and the developer are 
taking the position that some of 
the conditions attached by EPA 
are too stringent. 

WSSC charged in its appeal 
that the permit imposes conditions 
which cannot be met by the agen¬ 
cy as operator of the plant It 
stated that the hearing is neces¬ 
sary so as to prevent a violation 
of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act. 

WSSC took particular objection 
to the requirement that there shall 
be at all times one qualified oper¬ 
ator on the treatment site who is 
certified by the State of Maryland 
as a Class “A” superintendent. 
It said that the requirement is 
practically impossible to attain' 
since there are few such Class 
“A” superintendents in the State. 
(According to WSSC, Class “A” 
superintendents are stationed at 
the regional plants where millions 
of gallons of sewage are treated 
daily.) The agency asked that 
the EPA requirement be changed 
to a trained operator on the site 
at all times who would perfonu 
under the general overall super¬ 
vision of one of the Commission’s 
two Class “A” superintendents. 

WSSC also objected to a require¬ 
ment that the effluent limitations 
be based on 30-day average and 
maximum daily results sample 
taking. The previous EPA require¬ 
ments were limitations based on 
30- and 7-day averages. WSSC 
claimed that the new requirements ’ 
are not feasible. 

Finally, WSSC suggested that 
the expiration date for the permit 
be changed to either July t, 1975 
or the competition of Phase 1 of 
the Western Branch treatment 
plant, whichever is later. 

The details of Greenbriar’s ap¬ 
peal are not known at this time

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Who Will Soeak For 
Greenbelt? 

To tho Editor: 

On September 4, 1974. the EPA 
Anally issued a discharge permit 
for the Greenbriar sewage treat¬ 
ment plant. For a plant that was 
first proposed nearly four years 
ago in March of 1971, this was 
just another in a long series of 
setbacks that concerned citizens 
of Greenbelt have had to contend 
with in opposing this plant. In 
these columns on previous occas¬ 
ions I have often made the point 
that one of the major flaws in 
our fight, against this unnecessary 
and potentially hazardous facili¬ 
ty lias been a weak and equivocal 
position of the elected city coun¬ 
cil. “A maybe and so-so” position 
of the previous city council was 
used to great advantage by the 
developer in securing approval 
after approval. 

I thought that had all changed 
in September of 1973 when the en¬ 
vironmental issues were taken un 
by everyone running for council. 
Indeed, after the September 1973 
council election the Greenbriar 
votes went from 4 to 1 against a 
strong opposition to the plant, to 
4 to 1 in favor of stating clearly 
and definitively the city's opposi¬ 
tion to this unnecessary facility. 
Well, it’s now a year since the el¬ 
ection and it seems that council 
is slipping back to its old ways. 

On Monday, September 9, I pre¬ 
sented to council several strong 
arguments in favor of the city’s 
filing a request for an Adjudica¬ 
tory Hearing with the Administra¬ 
tor of Region III of EPA on the 
issuance of the Greenbriar per¬ 
mit The issues that I suggested 
tho City use as a basis for the 
Hearing were: 

( 1 ) The permit does not require 
nitrogent removal a require¬ 
ment asked for by the city since 
February, 1972; 

(2) The permit does not require 
either a standard for virus remo¬ 
val. or a defined protocol for vi¬ 
rus monitoring, or clearcut proce¬ 
dures to, be followed in the event 
of virus detection; and 

( 3 ) The EPA, in their consider¬ 
ation of the permit, gave little or 
no attention to other more reason¬ 
able methods for treating the 
wastewater generated by this pro¬ 
ject. 

There are other important issues, 
such as the precedent set by the 
issuance of the Greenbriar per 
mit. and the seasonally dependent, 
low flow characteristics of the 
receiving stream be assayed both 
prior to and after discharge 

The city council failed to take 
action on this motion on Monday. 
Stated concerns were mainly that 
the costs to the city in taking such 
a course would be high, and that 
one council member was missing. 
The question was deferred to a 
special meeting held two nights 
later (Wed., Sept 11 > Again I 
stated mv arguments strongly 
and clearly. Councilman Schwan 
and Weidenfeld could not be con 
vinced that it would be worth 
while for the city to ask for re¬ 
view of the permit. 

Former council woijian Rhea Co¬ 
hen. on behalf of the Prince Ge¬ 
orges Environment Coalition, sug¬ 
gested that the city could join in 
the adjudicatory ntocess when 
that organization files a request 
for a hearing. Such a route would 
allow the city's view's to come be¬ 
fore the hearing with little or no 
expense being borne by the city. 

I saw this as accomplishing the 
same purpose and moved for coun¬ 
cil to proceed in that direction. 
This time councilman Schwan had 
misgivings about the city being 
a “caboose’ 1 , 


The end result of two evenings’ 
discussion of whether the city felt 
strongly enough about the issues 
raised, was that by a 3 to 2 vote 
Schwan, Weidenfeld and Pilski 
have short circuited any action by 
the City of Greenbelt to pursue 
vital questions involved in the just 
issued permit. It is sad and dis¬ 
appointing that the elected body 
that should be in the forefront in 
protecting the interests of the city 
has again relegated itself to a tail- 
end position, a “caboose”, to use 
the words of Mr Schwan. 

Greenbelters, this permit is not 
final. This issue of discharging 
a potentially harmful and hazar¬ 
dous effluent into a small trickling 
stream in Greenbelt is not dead 

The PGEC will file for an adju¬ 
dicatory hearing and continue their 
valiant fight against this facility. 

Other groups and organizations 
will join in that filing and parti¬ 
cipate in those issues that their 
particular group feels significant 
or worth challenging. 

Neighboring towns and munici¬ 
palities will also join in the re¬ 
quested hearing and represent 
their constiuents’ views 

Even the WSSC, who has the 
unenviable task of operating the 
plant, is now worried that the 
much touted and fantastic claims 
of the developers’ paid consult¬ 
ants are a bit hard to live with, 
have likewise requested an adjud¬ 
icatory hearing to make the per¬ 
mit less restrictive. 

The developer himself also may 
have misgivings about the perf 
mance of his plant, because I un 
derstand he, too, has filed for an 
adjudicatory hearing. 

When the hearing officer asks, 
“But how does the City of Green¬ 
belt feel?” who will answer? Who 
will answer?
